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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Amendment filed April 30, 2009 is acknowledged. 

• Claims 1-28 are pending. 

o Claim 1 has been amended, 
o Claims 1-28 are examined below. 
• Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on April 30, 2009 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed April 30, 2009, with respect to claim 1 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-28 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Nowhere in the prior art was the combination of limitations taught that include the p-type 
semiconductor material expressed in a composition formula of Zn(i_ a _p_ y )Cu a ApB y S(i_ x _y)Se x Te y 
(0.004 < a < .04, P < .2, y < 0.2, 0<x<l,0<y< 0.2, and x + y < 1, A and B are elements 
selected from Cd, Hg, and alkaline earth metals), nor did the prior art indicate the claimed 
subject matter to be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
